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BULBS FOR HOUSE CULTURE. 


Plant Bulbs in pots or boxes from September to December, in a rich garden 


loam mixed with a little sand leaf mold, if the latter is obtainable. After plant- — 


ing place in a cool, dark place, watering well every few days. It ought to be 
kept there until the jar is well filled with roots, which usually takes from three 
to four weeks. After that length of time it should be brought to light and heat 
and must be frequently watered. The sooner the Bulbs are planted the sooner 
they will reward you with blossoms. |

BULBS FOR GARDEN CULTURE. 


Prepare soil carefully by spading deeply, and have it thoroughly enriched. 

Plant the Bulbs in October, November and December, about two inches deep,
